“OF WHITE PAPER

The Chinese Ghrormment has protested against 
the United States’ intention to publish o 
“White Paper’ on Ching next week assort- 
ing such. actionvinay.give.’moral support” to - 
the Communists ot this time, it was learned 
from an unimpeachable source today. . 

Well’ informed. Chinese sources said the Chinese 
Ambassador, Dr. Wellington Koo, on instruc- 

_ tions from Canton asked the State Depart- 
ment ‘to delay its decision to publish the 


White Paper at this 


time because the Chin- 


ese Nationalists were fighting a life and 
; _ death struggle against Communism. ; 
Noting that pross reports concerning contents of 


the White Papor indicated jt would contain 


material rather critical of the Nationalist 
Government, the Chinese Ambassador inform- 
ed the United States govornmont that his 
superior considered publication. at this mo- 
ment would:be ill-advised. The State De- 
partmont ‘had announced it expects to -pub- 
lish tho White Paper by the end of next week. 


Dr. Koo informed American 
officiuls that while the Chin- 
ese government “would -wel- 
come clarification of outstand- 
ing aspects of Chinese-Ameri- 
can relations during the last 
few years” it believed the pre- 
sent time was not propitious 
for publication of such an cx- 
position.

WEN WET PAO: The demand 
for the right .to participate in 
polities by tax-payers and for 
democratic rights by ordinary 
citizens is u common tendency 
nowadayr. 


The question of — conalitutional 
reform In Hong Kong which has 
beeome a general topic sulliciently 
reflects this teudcency. 

It is the general desire of the 
residents of Hong Kong that 
their freedom of assembly, nocicty, | 
speech, residence ,and  cducation 
should not be impaired and that 
they should be represented in 
legislative and executive organisa- 
tions. . 

As more than 90 per cent of the 
local population is Chinene, tu look: 
after their interests is an import- 
ant problem. This question is best 
solved if thelr representatives aro 
allowed to participate in: politics. 

The result would not bo satis- 

factory ig such a job were to be 
done for them by some other 
people. - Chincae -- merchants .. have 
learned n ditter lesson from the 
enactment of the Debtora and 
Creditora {occupation period) Or- 
dinance. 
_ Participation in politica by 
ineso has.a social foundation. 
As the British Colonial OMce had 
already promissed to give Hong 
Kong people more responsibility 
in running-their own affairs, it 
ig neceasary that the Hong Kong 
voverninent should udopt appro- 
priate fupdumental measures for 
the protection of their freedom 
without which democracy would 
not be completo. 

Most of tao anthuslustic Chinesa 
reformers come from the rank and 
file of merchants and labourers.

The Disappearing Airfigld 
By KATHLLEN HICKLEY

woman describes a car journey from Shanghai into the interfor of 


China.--"The Editor) 


An airfield that disappears 
for four. months of the year, 
is.one of the most notable 
features of Chungking, China‘s 
checrless wartime cupital, and 
js well in keeping with the 
general standard of internal af- 
fairs. 


It Is situate on an Island in 
the middle of th: Yangtse river. 
and is hemmed in by w ring of 
of mountains, In springtime, the 
meting *mnows—in- ‘the -hiliss-—to— 
getner with the heavy seasonal 
rains, cause the river to rise 
spectacularly and, graddaliy 
swamp the island. 


The oirport officinis have now 
worked the whole thing out to a 
fine art, and when tie water has 
rpached a certain landmark they 
begin to tnke down the terminal; 
hulldings and move — them over 
to the mainiand, ty be stored 
watil the airstrip Is serviceable 
again. . . 


This ts not “so difleult as it 
sounds, anti does not Involve 
hinsting operabons or the use of 
heavy transport, as the buildings 
consist wholly of banboo, 

They are “cleverly constructed: 
first the framework of bamboo 
poles is erected.and sinis are put 
in for the roof structures, then 
{hey are covered with scores of 
rush strips similar to the inats 
commonly used in Hong Kong. 

By a complicated method of 
ropes and) pulleys any one of 
these strips may be rolled back 
fo admit light and air, There are 
even lasso winduwe in seme of 
the oftices. 

The main building Is the wiit- 
ing room, and is a sizeable affair 
This Is a fuvourlte meeting plice 
on Sunday mernings when the 
local people get together and fnke 
p cup ‘of coffee, or a plate of 
mien. 


Radio Facilities 


The radio facilltles nt the air- 
port are extremely limiter.

One has only to read the 
daily headlines to know that 
the Communists have at least 
n chance of reachng Canton 
and. the, Hone Kong border 
next month, ns.they are said 
to have clhimed. They are 
now only three or four hun- 
dred miles away, and unless 
ain unexpectedly determined 
last minute stand — is made 
by the Nationalists. there 
seems tittle to slop them. 

This, if it happens, will not 
by any means imply, complete 
control of China, but it will 
mean possession of the Jarce 
cities, hostile forces on the 
other side of the New Ter- 
ritories, and probably an- 
other larse influx of evacuees 
into the Colony. We all know 
that, but conditions here are 
still stable, food and con- 
sumer voods are plentiful, 
and we carry on with only a 
slieht underlying tinue of 
nervousness. This situation 
could) change quickly. how- 
ever, and it is- doubtful if the 
bulk of the population would 
he psychologically ready to 


meet sudden new conditions. | 
Admittedly the defence au- | 


thorities are preparing, quiet- 
Iv and efliciently, for every 
eventunlity, and they do not 
court publicity for all their 
activities. This might raise 
local morale, but could be 
construed by others as ut 
dii'y provocative, So we Are 
usually given the facts, but 
only niecemeal, and there can 
be little complaint about this. 
Little, however, is heard 
from ° other departments 
nhout what is being done to 
anticipate any -emergency. 
What will be the position re- 
uarding fresh meat and vege- 
tables, for instance? It ts 
true that the Reds may be 
willing to allow such pro- 
duets >to be sent here; » but 
there will be an inevitable 
neriod of confusion after mili- 
tarv activity.
